She was on her way to classes at the 
university at the time. 

The reckless driver, Alfred Roberts, later 
was arrested. His employer, F. W. Kick- 
bush of the Oakwood Automobile livery, re- 
fused to put up $1,200 bail for him, and said | 
he could bear the consequences of his act 
and stay in jall as far as he was concerned. 

Speeding on Side Streets. 

The accident, which it was feared might 
cost the young woman's life, happened at 
the intersection of Woodlawn avenue and 
Fitty-eighth street, and is declared by resi- 
dents of that and other similar residence | 
sections to be the natural result of the 
practica! restriction of police control of auto- 
mobiles to the boulevards, and the conse- 
quent transfer of the activities of speed 
maniacs to the side streets. 

Miss Lorenz, who is a junior at the um- 
versity, had left the residence of her 
parents shortly after 8 o'clock bound for the 
university.

FINDS TUBERCULOSIS GERMS 
IN MUCH OF CHICAGO'S MILK. 


Dr. W. A. Tonney of Health Depart- 
ment Tells River Forest Folk of 
Ventilation Ordinance. 


“ Of 200 samples of milk analysed by the 
department of health during the last few 
months approximately 10 per cent have been 
found to contain virulent tuberculosis 
germs.” 

Dr. W. A. Tonney of the Chicago health 
department made this statement in an ad- 
dress before the River Forest Neighborhood 
club in the First Presbyterian church of the 
suburb last night. 

“The typhoid fever epidemic of Evanston 
and other suburban towns is due to contami- 
nation of the water supply of those places 
by sewage. The cribs are not sufficiently 
far out. 

* Pneumonia, Whieh caused the greatest 
number of deaths during the last year, is 
traceable to poor ventilation. The board of 
hiealth is preparing an ordinance regulating 
the ventilation of buildings and street cars. 


1,000 SALOONS MAY BE OUSTED. 


Proceedings Are Begun Cer- 
tain License Holders in 
| Detroit. 

Detroit, Mich., Feb. 18—[Special.}—Pro- 
ceedings that may cut 1,000 saloons from the 
number now operating in this city have been 
begun by the Anti-Saloon league. Thursday

Washington, D. C., Feb. 18.—Persons who 
live in cities and haven't mail boxes in front 
of their residences are likely not to receive 
any mail after June 30, 1911. Certainly not 
if a provision of the postoffice appropriation 
bill becomes a law. 

The provision prohibits any letter carrier 
trom delivering aur mall at any house unless 
there is a suitable mail box on the outside to 
receive it. It that Uncle Sam is tired 
of having his uniformed carriers walt for 
people to take their time in e their 
door balls. 

After many experiments it was found that 
the average mail carrier loses about thirty 
seconds m ringing each door bell and await- 
ing response. It is expected that this pro- 
vision will greatly increase the efficiency of 
the service and possibiy reduce the number 
of carriers required. A saving of $400,000 ig 
estimated. : : |

Halliday’s Death Instantaneous.

“If Sheriff Nellis had permitted me to 
take the Halliday boy away bis life probably 
could have been saved.“ deciared Greaney. 
“Instead, he lay there uncared for.. the 
sheriff not letting any one near him. There 
was no need of extra troops to be brought in. 
but I knew, Nellis would do it as soon as I 
heard of the trouble.“

Says Sheriff Lacked Nerve. 

“ Nellis didn't have the nerve to approach 
the crowd,” is Greaney's reply.

AUTO BECOMES BIG FACTOR 
IN INTERNATIONAL TRADE. 


Government Figures Show Big Increase | 


in Exports from the United States 
and Decrease in Imports. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 18.—Automobiles 
are a rapidly increasing factor in interna- 
tional commerce. The value of the cars en- 
tering the world’s markets in 1900 exceeded 
$50,000,000, against $9,000,000 in 1902. In 
this trade vehicles of American manufacture 
supply each year à larger proportion of the 
world’s requirements. 


A special compilation just made by the. 


bureau of statistics of the department of 
commerce and labor shows that the value of 
automobiles and their parts exported in 1908 
from France, the United States, the united 
kingdom, Italy, and Germany, the five lead- 
ing countries engaged in the manufacture 
and sale, aggregated more than $45,000,000, 
against: $8,000,000 in 1902, a growth of 400 
per cent. 

The exportation of automobiles from the 
United States has developed chiefly in the 
last ten years, the first record having been 
made in 1902, when the total was 61.000, 782. 
By 21905 the annual export had increased 
to nearly $8,000,000; by 1907, to $6,000,000, 
and in 1900 was nearly $9,000,000. 

American importations of foreign bui 
automobiles have decreased. In 1906 the 
total imports of automobiles and parts there- 
of aggregated $5,000,000, but since that time 


have fallen to $49000,000, in 1900.

Other Arguments at Hand, 

The law of 1882, which was produced as a 
reason why no money could be used to make 
the records public, was not as good an argu- 
ment as some others which could have been 
produced to cut out the publicity feature, 
but it apparently was effective. mag 

The demise of the publicity feature of the 
law is assured unless the president takes up 
a vigorous crusade for the needed appropria- 
tion, and it is a question whether he can 
obtain it under any circumstances.

“In London,” he said, “ the standard tube 
subways aré 11 feet 8% inches in diameter. 
They are driven through hard clay at a depth 
of from forty to 200 feet below the street level. 
The tubes are ventilated by means of a fan 
system which sucke the fresh_air down the 
passenger stairways and disc es foul air 
through a high standpipe. This keeps all the 
stations free of bad air, which is quite differ- 
ent from the wretchedly ventilated subways 
of New York. 5 

** Each tube station is provided with a pas- 


enger lift, the average height of which is 


about seventy feet. These elevators are 
chargeable with about one-fourth the total 
cost of operation of the railways. In addition 
to the elevators, the board of trade requires 
that each station be equipped with an escape 
shaft which is eighteen feet squareand has a 
spiral stairway from the train platform to the 
street. 

“Incoming and outgoing passengers are 
not permitted to use the same platforms, and 
if there is any violation of this rule the board

Cablegram from Africa An- 
nounces He Will Talk Be- 
fore Hamilton Club. 


PLANS A LECTURE TOUR. 


Escort of Honor from the Local 
Organization Will Meet 
Him at New York. 


„Col. Theodore Roosevelt, wielder of the 
pig stick, leader of the strenuous life and the 
terror of the wild beasts of the jungle, is 
coming out of darkest Africa. He is coming 
to Chicago—sooner or later—and he will tell 
of his adventures at the Hamilton club. 

The Hamilton club rocked with the an- 
nouncement yesterday. It all came about 
through a cablegram from Gondokero, Sudan, 
Africa, which announced that Col. Roose- 
velt and his party would leave the dark 
continent on Feb. 26 for Europe to deliver a 
series of lectures and then would return to 
the United States to deliver more lectures, 
The welcome news was at once posted up on 
the club bulletin board and things began to 
happen immediately. 

First of all, the chairman of the house 
committee got busy. He had thought for 
some time that a few new pieces of furniture 
would improve the looks and comfort of the 
clubrooms. Col. Roosevelt's threatened com- 
ing clinched the matter, and a long list of 
rugs, tapestries, and furniture was made out 
for an immediate order. Then the news com- 
municated itself to à little group of mem- 
pers. They circulated about among newly 
arrived members and started to plan the 
things that will be done for the former presi- 
dent. 


Delegation to Meet Him. 


„ What's the matter with a big delegation 
and a special train to meet Col. Roosevelt 
when he afrives at the port of New York?” 
was suggested. The idea was taken up with 
enthusiasm, and within a short time enough 
members to make up a delegation of 100 and 
a special train party were enlisted. Then, 
with these slight preparations undemaken, 
the club members rested content to await 
the formal acceptance by Col. Roosevelt of 
an invitation that wae cabled to him in Afri- 
ca several months ago. 

“The least I can say about Col. Roose- 
velt's prospective coming is that it's the best 
of good news,”’ declared President George W. 
Dixon. “* We sent him an invitation to visit 
the Hamilton club, which reached him some 
time after he entered Africa. The relations 
between Mr. Roosevelt and the Hamilton 
club always have been most friendly, and he 
always has honored us with à call when he 
has been iA Chicago.” 

„We all hope today’s news is authentic, 
and that Col. Roosevelt will honor the Ham- 
liton club with a visit,” said James E. Brown, 
chairman of the press committee. Ot 
course, the prospective visit probably will 
not come until June or July, but we feel sure 
Mr. Roosevelt will accept the club’s invita- 
tion to visit Chicago if it is possible for him 
to do 80. He always has felt kindly towards 
the Hamilton club, and it was here that he 
originated the epigrams, the strenuous life” 
and the ‘square deal.“ When he comes to 
Chicago we will show him what these terms 
really mean.“

Chicago’s Opportunities Great. 

“Chicago offers better opportunities for 
the development of water traffic than any 
city I know of,” he said. “ Thr uagiers 
of the facilities are already under the con- 
trol of the sanitary trustees, and with the 
outer harbor under their control also, they 
could develop a harbor and water trans- 
portation system here that would vie with 
anything else in the world. The fact that the 
act of legislature creating the sanitary dis- 
trict and the canal calls it, not a age 
canal, but a ‘ drainage and ship’ canal, in- 
dicates that it was the original intention to 
give the trustees control of the shipping on 
the inland waters. 

“The Ton bill, as I understand it, con- 
templates giving to the sanitary trustees the 
three powers requisite to the building and 
operation of a complete harbor. They must 
have first, the right to condemn property 
for dock purposes, second, the right to build 
and operate a terminal railway, and third, 
the right to bulld and operate warehouses. 
Without ‘these three powers the project could 
not be carried out successfully, but with them 
the problem would be simple. 

The necessity for the power to condemn 
property fer dock purposes is apparent from 
the fact that for years the railroad companies 
have been acquiring property along the 
water front, largely for the purpose of con- 
trqung the docks and keeping out water 
competition. 


All Must Have Equal Show. 


The docks along the river and canal must 
all be under one control, so that every ship- 
per by water will receive fair treatment. The 
board must be able to say to the shippers: 
Tou send your stuff here by water and we 
will deliver it to any point along the river 
or canal that you wish.’ This applies not 
only to the Chicago river but to the Calumet 
region as well. 

“The board also must have terminal raf) 
facilities. It would be a simple matter from 
an engineering standpoint to run a tunnel 
or tunnels from the outer harbor to the termi- 
nals of the various railroads, and the cars 
can be lifted to the level of the boat by means 
of elevators, where they can be loaded at the 
least possible cost and then transferred 
through the tunnels to the railroads to which 
they are consigned. 

Then there is the warehouse proposition. 
It is conceded that the wharves and docks 
would be practically useless unless there 
were warehouse facilities at hand to take 
care of the freight until the consignee 18 
ready to take it away. This is a necessary 
rt — the equipment. 

. o not see how a private corporation 
could develop the harbor for the best inter- 
ests of the city and shipping. In the first 
place, they would have to make a consider- 
able profit upon the nioney invested, and 
woulr have to charge higher rates than the 
sanitary board would.“ 
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Illinois Supreme Tribunal 
Holds That Foreign Con- 
cerns May Sue Here. 


SETTLES LONG DISPUTE. 


Companies Not Licensed in State 
Need Not File Charter Be- 
fore Going to Law. 


In deciding that foreign corporations got 
licensed to do business im Illinois may insti- 
tute and prosecute suits in the courts of this 
state without having first complied with the 
foreign “orporations act of 1905, the Supreme 
court has reversed a recent Appellate court 
decision and has relieved lawyers and judges 
of a great deal of perplexity. 

The Supreme court ruling is regarded by 
local lawyers and business men as of far 
reaching importance, for it is ay odds with 
decisions of the Supreme cou of several 
other states. 

Cases in Other Courts. 


In Kansas and New York, among other 
states, the courts have held that foreign cor- 
porations cannot prosecute suits in the state 
courts without having obeyed the require- 
ments respecting foreign corporations. A 
Kansas decision to this effect is now on 
appeal to the Supreme court of the United 
States, and until it is settled the decision 
just rendered by the Illinois Supreme court 
will stand as the law in this state. 

The case was that of the Alpena Portland 
Cement company, a Michigan corporation, 
against the Jenkins & Reynolds company, an 
Illinois corporation, Suit was begun in the 
Municipal court of Chicago on a judgment 
rendered in the federal court for the eastern 
district of Michigan. 


Challenged Right to Sue. 

The defendants set up that the Michigan 
corporation could not maintain a suit in 
Illinois courts until it had filed a copy of 
its charter, as required by the act of 1965, 
and that the bringing of a suit was in itself 
doing businees within the meaning of the 
statute and was the exercise of one of the 
corporate powers of the corporation. 

In deciding the points at issue the Zu- 
preme court in part said: 

The words ‘doing business and trans- 
acting business,’ as used in statutes regulat- 
ing foreign corporations, have by numerous 
judicial decisions been given a settled and 
recognized meaning, and refer only to the 
transactions of the ordinary business in 
which the corporaton is engaged, and do 
not include acts not constituting any part 
of its ordinary business, such as instituting 
and prosecuting actions in courts.”

CEMENT WONDER 


| ATTRACT CROWDS 


Third Annual Show at Coli- 
seum Surpasses One Held 
There Last Year. 


MONUMENT IS A FEATURE 


Artistic Shaft Pictures Progress 
Made in Building Since 
Age of Stone. 


With an attendance that crowded the aisles, 
gathered up tons of advertising souvenire— 
paper and cement—the third annual cement 
show, r the mahagement of the Cement 

ts idition company, opened last 
night at the Coliseum, It is to continue, aft- 
ernoons and evenings, to the close of next 


week. . 7 
Like other expositions during the winter 
which have been national in scope, the gen- 
ral arrangement of exhibits and the decora- 
tive achievement are of extraordinary char- 
acter. Again the architects have striven to 
secure an outdoor effect with the aid of vine 
clad trellises, artificial trees, and painted cur - 
tains. | 
Beneath a canopy representing blue sky 
and fleecy clouds more than 800 exhibitors 
are exploiting cement ideas ranging from 
hens’ nests and shingles to bathtubs end 
concrete houses. 

During the early hours of the show two 
corners vied with each other for popularity. 
One was the exhibit of cement coffins and the 
other was where a vender was striving to 
dispose of a stock of ice cream. Not until 
he had grown hoarse was the vender able to 
convince the crowd that his ice cream cones 
were not cement but just ordinary fresh bis- 


Wonders Wrought with Cement. 


Visitors had plenty of excuse for the error, 
because on every hand were deceptions of 
surprising character. One exhibitor was 
rolling and unrolling packages of cement 
roofing. Here were rallroad ties of cement 
that looked so much like wood that visitors 
tried to pry off the splinters. Comfortable 
chairs were solid cement, and bathtubs that 
looked like finest enamel were of polished 
concrete. A cement house was in process of 
construction, and beside it was an exhibition 
of cement lathing. 

Dogens of cement mixing machines were in 
operation, and the floor of the big audito- 
rium trembled with the hum of many wheels. 

Among other interesting exhibite were 
pleces of statuary, cement boats, stoves, 
telegraph poles, beehives, waste baskets, 
lawn rollers, laundry tubs, grave markers, 
and e receptacles. 

In N of the Coliseum is the big 
cement monument typifying the cement age. 
Inscriptiong upon it call attention to the 
era of stone, then of bronze, of iron and finally 
of cement. The big statue was designed by 
Ral Howenstein, a Chicago architect, and 
Loute Chiloni, an Italian artist. It was in- 
stalled at an expense of $3,000. The statue 
is forty-five feet high. The figure of a man, 
typifying strength, is fifteen feet high. 


Bigger Than Last Year’s Show. 


The cement show is said to have double the 
capacity of last year, because of the superior 
arrangement of the floor space, Added to this 
te the fact that the galleries have been util- 
ized. In each section there are displayed 
the various interests that have developed in 
connection with the cement Industry. New 
methods of polishing cement brick and tile 
are demonstrated. Devices for lifting and 
placing the cement blocks are on hand. A 
dozen different varieties of steel wire rein- 
forcement are on display.

progress of cement building and the allied 
industries. 

Attention was called to the fact that the 
cement product of the country twenty years 
ago amounted only to 42.000 barrels, whereas 
last year it was over 60,000 000. 

One of the interesting exhibits is a minia- 
ture reproduction 2 a concrete boat which 
was built in France in 1855. There are shown 
models of a number of concrete barges and 
floats. It is claimed that for the construction 
of big barges such as are used for the trans- 
port of coal or big cargves of any material 
that cement will soon take the place of wood.

The same is true of the flesh, 
and while one may be high, the other may be 
less so. And the weaknesses we often discover 
and condemn may perhaps not be those of the

ably, more terrible than just such a struggle as 
ensues between a spirit thus pure and a physi- 
cal thus weak, and in the Pathetic” more than 
in any other music that the world knows today 
this battle terrible and crushing is depicted and 
fought out to its tragic end. The symphony is 
the creation of a man who knew what this 
battle was, and he wrote 80 forcefully and so 
poignantly that every listening human soul that 
hears feels the truth and the awfulness of the 
tragedy, even though it may not have experi- 
enced it itself. It is given from time to time 
to genius to produce a work which is so mighty 
and so true that it convinces the whole world 
and gains the world’s tribute. Usually only one 
ef such works is vouchsafed to any one creative 
talent—its other products may be masterly and 
enduring, but the one rises above all its fellows. 
Such an one is the “ Pathetic,” and no one who 
hears can escape its spell. The audience yes- 
terday afternoon in Orchestra hall sat tense 
under the compelling masterpiece, and when 
the closing adagio was ended there was little 
applause and the whole assemblage left the hall 
subdued and almost awestricken. A soul had 
spoken and told its suffering, and silence and 
reverent hush were the only and fitting tribute.
